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Sculptor and scientist to be honoured at Convocation 

First two ceremony Fall Convocation in UVic's history to be held Nov. 25 



Shellfish scientist Dr. Daniel B. Quayle and 
pioneer of contemporary monumental sculp¬ 
ture Elza Lovitt Mayhew will receive honor¬ 
ary degrees at the largestFall Convocation in 
UVic’s history on Nov. 25. 

Chancellor Dr. William Gibson will con¬ 
fer the two honorary degrees and approxi¬ 
mately 557 graduate and undergraduate 
degrees during two ceremonies beginning at 
10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Science 
will be conferred at 10 a.m. upon Daniel 
Quayle in recognition of his work which has 
set the stage for Canada’s modem shellfish 
aquaculture industry. From his home in 
Nanaimo B.C. Quayle has taken his skills as 
scientist, teacher and oyster grower to more 
than 25 countries around the globe.since his 
official retirement in 1973. He has served as 
Canada’s roving “shellfish ambassador” until 
his name has become sy nonomous with oyster 
culture to many of his colleagues, students 
and friends in many nations. 

Bom in England, Quayle received his 
early education in Ladysmith, B .C. He taught 
elementary school in the southeast interior 
before he completed his B.A. and M.A. 
degrees at the University of British Colum¬ 
bia and began his career as a research scien¬ 
tist at the Pacific Biological Station in 
Nanaimo. 

During World War II Quayle served as a 
navigator on RCAF bombers and spent 14

months as a prisoner of war. Following the 
war he received his Ph.D. from Glasgow 
University where he was a graduate student 
of world renowned marine biologist Sir 
Maurice Yonge. 

Quayle returned to B.C. and worked with 
the provincial government and later with the 
Fisheries Research Board of Canada at their 
Departure Bay laboratory in Nanaimo. He 
has published more than 125 papers, many of

which have appeared in prominent interna¬ 
tional scientific journals, contributing to basic 
understanding of oysters, clams and other 
economically important shellfish. He has 
also written many publications which have 
assisted oyster growers in improving pro¬ 
ductivity of their shellfish farms. 

The honorary degree of Doctor of Fine 
Arts will be conferred upon Elza Mayhew at 
2 p.m.in recognition of her pioneering work 
in the arts in British Columbia and across 
Canada. Two of her larger bronze works 
grace the academic quadrangle at UVic. 
Others of her massive works define public 
spaces across the country reaching as far as 
Charlottetown, Prince Edward Island. 

Bom in Victoria, Mayhew attended school 
at Oak Bay High and Victoria College, and 
completed an honours degree in classics and 
French at the University of British Colum¬ 
bia. Her husband, Alan, died in action serv¬ 
ing in World War II in Ceylon. Mayhew 
raised their two children.After attending art 
classes in Victoria she completed a master’s 
in fine arts degree in sculpture at the Univer¬ 
sity of Oregon; 

In a unique and personal artistic vision 
Mayhew’s sculpture brings together classi¬ 
cal architecture, Mayan stelae, Egyptian 
sculpture and West Coast native totemic 
carving. Since 1960 her work has been repre¬ 
sented in 28 exhibitions and has been the 
subject of films, reviews and catalogues.

Mayhew was awarded the prestigious Sir 
Otto Beit Medal from the Royal Society of 
British Sculptors in 1962.and in 1964 was 
selected to represent Canada at the Venice 
Biennale. Throughout her career Mayhew 
has provided leadership for the arts on the 
West Coast and has given generously of her 
time and energy in supportings arts organiza¬ 
tions and institutions.

Paleontologist plans collaboration 

Barnes envisions world class earth and ocean interdisciplinary research centre

“Earth and ocean science will play a key role 
in the future of mankind over the next cen¬ 
tury. We face such critical issues as climate 
change, soil erosion, ocean pollution, and 
sea-level change—phenomena that we must 
understand if we’re to live on this planet in a 
balanced, sustainable fashion.” So says Dr. 
Christopher Barnes, who joined the univer¬ 
sity in September as Director of the Centre 
for Earth and Ocean Research (CEOR) and 
Professor of Geography. Barnes sees CEOR 
as the kind of flexible structure that will 
enable UVic to play an important role in 
various international projects being mounted 
to address such global problems. 

CEOR was established in 1987 as an 
interdisciplinary centre under the Faculty of 
Graduate S tudies to stimulate and coordinate 
research and graduate training in the earth 
and ocean sciences. For the past two years, it 
has been led by Interim Director Dr. Robert 


Stewart “Dr. Stewart has put the key ele¬ 
ments in place and produced a viable organi¬ 
zation that should go forward,” says Barnes. 

Barnes sees developments in theearth and 
ocean sciences, in technology, and in public 
awareness making it possible to greatly in¬ 
crease our understanding of the physical 
environment and our relation to it 

Part of this change is the move to study the 
earth as a dynamic system. “Until about a 
decade ago, much of earth and ocean science 
was concerned with small questions. Only 
with the move into space, and with satellite 
imaging, have we become able to monitor the 
whole planet. With supercomputers and the 
international sharing of data, we can now 
handle the enormous data bases available as 
well. Scientists in the past were ill equipped 
to even ask the large questions. But now we 
have the concerns, the capacity to analyze

and synthesize the data, and the courage to 
ask such questions,” he explains. 

Barnes sees CEOR as facilitating the 
participation and contribution of UVic scien¬ 
tists in the large interdisciplinary projects 
necessary to come to grips with global issues 
in earth and ocean science. “There is an 
amazing array of talent in this region,” says 
Barnes, and CEOR benefits from good work¬ 
ing relationships with the Institute of Ocean 
Sciences, the Pacific Geoscience Centre, the 
Defence Research Establishment Pacific, 
Royal Roads Military College, the B.C. 
Geological Survey, and many private com¬ 
panies and consultants. “I am immensely 
impressed at the enthusiasm to collaborate 
shown by the outside community,” he states. 
In order to take full advantage of the oppor¬ 
tunities for collaboration with these and other 
institutions, Barnes foresees the need for 
additional faculty members and other re¬ 
sources for CEOR over the next five years in 
establishing a world-class facility. 

A paleontologist, Barnes has conducted 
research centering on the study of major 
originations and extinctions of species dur¬ 
ing the early Paleozoic, about 400-600 mil¬ 
lion years ago. Many scientists now believe 
that such bioevents may have taken place 
over relatively short periods of time as the 
result of the perturbation of earth systems— 
a theory that is echoed by present-day con¬ 
cerns about the effects of human activity 
upon atmospheric and oceanic systems. 

Barnes taught at the University of Water¬ 
loo from 1965 to 1981, when he began teach¬ 
ing at Memorial University. He was Head of 
the departments of Earth Sciences at both 
institutions. From 1987-89 he served as 
Director-General, Sedimentary and Marine 
Geosciences, of the Geological Survey of 
Canada. In this position, he was responsible 
for scientific direction and management of 
four divisions, including the Pacific Geos¬ 
cience Centre. He has served as President of 
the Geological Association of Canada and 
the Canadian Geoscience Council. He is 
Group Chairman of the Earth Sciences and 
the Interdisciplinary Committees of NSERC 
and a member of the NSERC Committee on 
the Research Base and the Steacie Fellow¬ 
ship Committee. Barnes is a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Canada and has served in a 
number of capacities with the Society, in¬ 
cluding Vice-President of the Academy of 
Science and Chairman of the Committee on 
Reorganization of the Academy of Science. 
He is a prolific writer, having published more 
than 130 papers and journal articles.

Multi-faceted professional 
experiences in Co-op 

State-of-the-art environments foster learning

In his final Co-op work term last year. Chem¬ 
istry student Martin Dimitroff synthesized 
three grams of a substance found in the 
human body, a substance that is worth $1 
million dollars a gram. He accomplished this 
while working with Merck-Frosst in Mon¬ 
treal where he had a fully equipped labora¬ 
tory and the complete confidence of his 
supervisor. 

Dimitroff’s organic chemistry task was to 
duplicate a known synthetic pathway to 
produce LTA 4 a leukotriene inhibitor. The 
procedure for making this leukotriene is well- 
documented, but it is a complicated multi- 
step synthesis. 

First synthesized in 1980, leukotrienes 
are a family of compounds which affect 
smooth muscle tissue contraction in humans. 
Excessive amounts are associated with dis¬ 
eases like asthma, psoriasis, hay fever, in¬ 
flammatory bowel disease, and other disor¬ 
ders. In the case of asthma, for example, an 
allergic reaction involves an overproduction 
of leukotrienes resulting in constriction of air 
passages and difficulty breathing. 

The LTA 4 Dimitroff produced will be used 
in medical research. Merck-Frosst makes 
synthetic leukotrienes available to bona fide 
researchers in inflammatory diseases free of 
charge. The company benefits from stimulat¬ 
ing research into these compounds. Dimi¬ 
troff himself benefitted from the opportunity 
to work with professional chemists as part of 
the scientific community. 

Dimitroff is now pursuing graduate stud¬ 
ies in Ottawa. From his term at Merck-Frosst 
he has strong confidence in his abilities. And, 
says Chemistry Co-op Co-ordinator Dr. Rick 
Reeve, he was forced to learn synthetic or¬ 
ganic chemistry at a rate not duplicated at 
university. 

This scenario is not unusual for either 
Merck-Frosst or UVic’s Chemistry Co-op 
Program, says Reeve. “We’ve had seven Co¬ 
op placementsat Merck-Frosst over the years, 
and in every case the students have been 
involved in meaningful research. Merck- 
Frosst is not afraid to publish the results of 


their research, and if a student assisted in it, 
her name goes on it. In this discipline,” says 
Reeve, “having research publications before 
you even graduate is quite wonderful.” 

Merck-FrosstisCanada’slargestresearch- 
ing pharmaceutical company and employs 
some of the top chemists in Canada, says 
Reeve. “The students really have an opportu¬ 
nity to develop a close working relationship 
with their co-workers and supervisors. Not 
only are they put in an environment where 
they are constantly learning, but they are 
made to feel as one of the team. They have 
access to virtually all the facilities at the 
company, and the equipment is state-of-the- 
art,” he says. “There is a greater dimension of 
contact with professionals, and students are 
able to make contacts for the future, not only 
for employment but as colleagues.” 

One co-op student reported that she learned 
a great deal of chemistry by being given a 
“daily enigma” by her work term supervisor, 
says Reeve. “Each day the supervisor would 
give her a chemistry problem to solve in ad¬ 
dition to her other work, and everyone in the 
lab co-operated by not giving her the an¬ 
swers.” 

Plum co-op assignments like those at 
Merck-Frosst are meant for senior students. 
At the end of every co-op work term, the 
students give a short oral presentation on 
their assignment to other students in the 
department Reeve adds, “The junior and 
intermediate co-op students become aware 
of these front line positions and compete for 
them. It gives them something to aspire to.” 
UVic has placed students in co-operative 
work terms in England, Europe, Australia, 
and the United States, as well as Canada. 
Says Reeve, “The students are able tobroaden 
their perspective and are exposed to different 
cultures. They are encouraged to go on to 
graduate studies, and in this discipline, you 
really need an advanced degree. Many of our 
students realize that what they want to be is 
a research chemist, not just a laboratory 
technician.” 


Major fellowship to psychology grad 

$35,000 granted for research into epilepsy 


Among those receiving doctoral degrees at 
Convocation tomorrow (Nov. 25) will be 
Brenda Kosaka, recipient of the 1989 Epi¬ 
lepsy Canada/Parke-Davis Fellowship. 

Kosaka completed requirements for her 
Ph.D. in psychology in June. The same month 
she was presented the fellowship, valued at 
$35,000, at the annual meeting of the Cana¬ 
dian Congress of Neurological Sciences in 
Ottawa. 

The Epilepsy Canada/Parke-Davis Fel¬ 
lowship is awarded annually to applicants 
who have either an M.D. or Ph.D. degree. 
Goal of the fellowship is to develop expertise 
in clinical or basic research and to enhance 


the quality of care for epilepsy patients in 
Canada. 

Kosaka, from Lethbridge, Alberta, com¬ 
pleted requirments for her master’s and 
doctoral graduate degrees at UVic, working 
with Dr. Esther Strauss. 

Kosaka is now conducting her research at 
University Hospital at the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia under Dr. Juhn Wada, interna¬ 
tionally known neurologist and epileptolo- 
gist. Kosaka’s research includes investigat¬ 
ing the predictors and correlates of psychiat¬ 
ric disturbance and psychological problems 
that can accompany seizure disorder.

Law Foundation gives entrance awards 


Eight scholars from across Canada have been 
awarded entrance scholarships to the UVic 
Faculty of Law by the Law Foundation of 
British Columbia. The eight were selected 
from more than 50 applicants. 

Pauline MacDougall, 25, of Chase, B.C., 
a 1987 Honours English graduate from UVic 
and Daryl Beckett, 27, of Winnipeg, a 1987 
Economics graduate from the University of 
Manitoba, each have received the Law 
Foundation’s major entry-class award of 
$5,000. Providing that first class standing is 
maintained, their awards are renewable at 
$2,500 a year for each of the remaining two 
years of their LL.B programs. 

Six other scholars have received Law 
Foundation entrance awards of $1,500 each. 
They are: David Godwin, Simon Fraser 
University; Tybring Hemphill, University of 
Toronto; Nora McGreer, University of Al¬ 
berta; Mark Muth, UVic; Fiona Stevens- 
Guille, McGill University; and Ruth Rogers, 
UVic. 


Maintaining their foundation scholarships 
from previous years are Neena Sharma, third 
year law student,, and John Ahem, Donna 
Jordan and Danica Djordjevich, all second 
year students. 

Law Foundation scholars are chosen for 
their academic achievements, leadership 
qualities and service records. This year’s se¬ 
lection committee included Victoria lawyer 
Jacqueline Dorgan, Q.C., and Dr. Geoffrey 
Mason, also of Victoria, who are governors 
of the foundation. Under the chairmanship 
of Kenneth Antifaev, the foundation pro¬ 
vides grants for education, research, and to 
support libraries and legal aid programs in 
the province. The funds come from interest 
earned on monies held in the mixed and 
general trust accounts of British Columbia 
lawyers. 

In 1989, approximately 1,500 students ap¬ 
plied to enter UVic’s law school. Of these, 
110 were accepted into the first year class. 


Student receives Scottish Rite grant 


The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of 
Canada, which supports research in mental 
retardation, recently presented UVic gradu¬ 
ate student, Jody Bain, with a $2,500 grant to 
study hemispheric lateralization of brain 
functions in adults with Downes Syndrome. 

Bain, who is working towards a Masters 
Degree in Psychology, says other studies 
have indicated the possibility of a reversal in 
the left-side and right-side brain functions of 
people with Downes S yndrome. “If this is the 
case, then we can begin working on new 
methods for helping them in such things as 

learning language.My work will support 

or refute previous studies done on this,” Bain 
says. 

Recipients of bursaries and research grants 
from the S cottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
are recommended by the G. Allan Roeher 


Institute, formerly the National Institute on 
Retardation. The foundation supports a 
number of centres throughout Canada for 
Alzheimer’s disease and Downes Syndrome. 

In adjudicating applicants, the foundation 
considers such factors as the issues affecting 
people with severe mental retardation and 
multiple handicaps and the integration of the 
mentally handicapped into community, edu¬ 
cational, vocational and residential settings. 
The other categories are developmentof self- 
help training techniques and resources and 
prevention through early identification and 
intervention. 

Bain graduated from the University of 
Western Ontario in 1977 with a degree in 
psychology. Besides her research at UVic, 
she works as a consultant in a private prac¬ 
tice.

SOS. Reference has launched its SOS 
(Student Online Service). This new approach 
to online database use will utilize an "after- 
dark” connection to Knowledge Index (a 
subsidiary of Dialog Information in Palo Alto, 
Calif.). Students are encouraged to use the 
service to supplement resources in Refer¬ 
ence and will be able to access 100 or more 
large databases in most academic areas 
through a "Request for Search” form avail¬ 
able at the Reference/Information Desk. Each 
evening a reference librarian will conduct the 
searches ordered by patrons that day, print¬ 
ing up to 25 references, citations, and ab¬ 
stracts. The cost will be $5 per request. Fur¬ 
ther information is available at the desk (8274). 
Renovations. For the past few months sev- 


era! major renovation projects have caused ' erting the previous office int0 a screenjng 


dislocation and confusion in major public 
areas in the library. The end of those changes 
is now in sight as a new counter for Access 
Services (formerly Circulation Division) nears 
completion. The new area will provide im¬ 
proved patron space for check out, placing 
holds and retrieving recalls, answering seri¬ 
als queries, and (completely new to the li¬ 
brary) handling cash payments for Vend Card 
purchases and renewal. Completion of the 
desk will now allow the Periodicals area to be 
reorganized—an project that may be com¬ 
pleted in December. 

On the lower level, work on renovations for 
the Film Centre are almost complete, linking 
the service to Music & Audio quarters, con- 


room, and making space for two smaller 
preview rooms. While not all new furnishings 
are installed, the service is in place. The 
Microforms Centre, which served as atempo- 
rary repository for the film collection, has now 
been relived of that cinematic load and will 
pursue its own development. 

Related to the Film Centre changes and 
other needs for space, a new improved open 
storage area has been established in room 
009 on the lower level. Once the smoking 
room, the space now provides a home for the 
compact storage needs of the library, includ¬ 
ing many underuse,d but important reference 


works. All materials in the room are available 
for use in the library. 

Vend Cards. A coded plastic debit card, 
called a Vend Card, can be used in photo¬ 
copiers in the library. The card slips into a slot 
on a photocopier and a charge for each copy 
is debited automatically. Vend cards elimi¬ 
nate the hassle of carrying bags of silver or 
trying to find change for bills in order to do 
some photocopying. The cards can be pur¬ 
chased at the newly renovated Loan Desk in 
values of $5, $10, and $20, plus a one-time $1 
deposit. 
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
